Government Offers Relaxa- 
tion of Restrictions, Pro- 
vided Powers Permit 
Search 12 Miles Out. 


ACTION BY CONGRESS

The Department of State has been 
discussing such a reciprocity agree- 
ment with foreign Governments for 
some time and it was intended to 
say nothing about it until some defi- 
nite stage in the negotiations had 
been reached, but in view of the 
publication of some hints of the pro- 
posal, a comprehensive explanation 
of the American Government’s pur- 
poses was made today. 

Government’s Proposed Plan. 

The exact procedure would be 
this: No relief can be granted at 
present, because the Supreme Court 
has said the law of Congress permits 
of no exceptions to the carriage of 
liquor cargoes by any vessels enter- 
ing American ports, even if in transit 
‘to another country. Congress, how- 
ever, has the absolute right to re- 
lax the restrictions and write into 
the law specific exceptions. This is 
because the eighteenth amendment 
seeks to prohibit cimply the intro- 
duction of liquor into the United 
States for beverage purposes. Liquor 
held under seal would nct be intro- 
duced into America, but carried out 
to sea immediately. upon the depar- 
ture of the ship. . 

But Congress would not be per- 
suaded to make such an exception 
and meet the convenience of foreign 
Governments so long as there exists 
what is described as an’ intolerable 
situation just outside the three-mile 
limit. 

The Secretary of State, with the 
approval of the President, has under- 
taken to ask the treaty-making 
power to modify the existing law of 
Congress. Any treaty which re- 
ceives the assent of two-thirds of the 
Senate becomes the law of the land. 
Instead of having Congress make the 
exceptions, the administration has 
decided it would be simpler for the 
Department of State to negotiate a 
reciprocity treaty with foreign Pow- 
ers whereby something is given to 
the United States in exehange for 
something given by the United States 
to outside powers. This kind of a 
trade is not unusual in diplomacy. 

Aid of Dryas Predicted. 

As for .the “drys” in Congress, 
they would be more than glad to ap- 
prove a treaty giving the American 
Government the right to search and 
seizure up to 12 miles in return for 
the innocuous privilege of foreign 
Governments of carryin liquor 
stores under sea] in American ports 
which do not affect the peace of 
America and do not add to the liquor 
supply.

GAUGING LIQUOR SUPPLIES

SOUTHAMPTON, June 13. 
HE Majestic sails from this 
port today as the first dry 

British liner bound for New 
York. In an effort to estimate 
the thirst of the passengers, 
about 600 of whom are booked 
in the first saloon, the White

PONY, ENTOMBED 255 HOURS; 
RESCUED; CHILDREN REJOICE 


Demonstration Follows Delivery of 
Animal, Trapped by Mine

He reviewed the situation 
and told the bandits of America's 
traditional friendship for China. He 
said that the United States had been 
deeply grieved by the kidnaping. 

In reply to the outlaw's demanis 
for foreign guarantee of immunity 
from punishment and other terms 
if the captives were released, An- 
derson explained that this would te 
possible only if the foreign Powers 
took over the Government of China, 
a course which he emphasized the 
brigand chieftains themselves  da- 
sired above all to avoid. 

Outlaws to Be Enlisted. 

When Anderson had finished, Gen. 
Chen Tiao Yuan, representing the 
military Governor of Shantung, read 
a document which recited the en- 
rollment of 2000 outlaws in the 
Chinese army, the payment to each 
of $20, andthe distribution of uni- 
forms. 

Then the crisis was reached. An- 
derson, supported by Gen. Chen, 
asked for the immediate release of 
the eight foreign captives. The out- 
law chieftains parleyed among 
themselves. Then a messenger left 
the circle and started up the steep 
Paotzuku slope.

FRENCH POLICY STIFFENS 
RESISTANCE OF WORKERS 
IN RUHR, NOYES ASSERTS 


American Outlines Contrasting Attitude of Two 
Men Who May Succeed Poincare—Tardie 
for Using More Force.

LONDON, June 13.—Pierrepont B. 
Noyes, American representative on 
the Rhineland High Commission in 
1919 and 1920, today gave the corre- 
spondent his impressions of the Eu:

to Paris, the Ruhr and Berlin. 

While in Paris he had long inter- 
views with the two principal candi- 
dates to succeed Premier Poincare— 
Andre Tardieu and Louis Loucheur. 
On the Rhine, he discussed the sit- 
uation with M. Pinard, French chair- 
man of the Rhineland Comgnission; 
Gen. de Goutte, French commander 
in the Ruhr, and representative Ger- 
mans. In Berlin, he talked with 
Chancellor Cuno, Secretary of State 


Bergmann and other political lead- 
ers. 

Tardieu and Loucheur both out- 
lined for Noyes what may be taken 
as their policies, should they obtain 
the premiership. 

M. Tardieu, representing the ex- 
treme right, evidently expects, Noyes 
Said, “to get into power and in- 
tends to show the world Frignce can 
do the Ruhr job alone and succeed.” 
He remarked that De Goutte was a 
good General, but did not know how 
to force things. Of Tardieu, Noyes 
said: 

““‘M. Poincare’s policy he considers 
weak. Tardieu told me: ‘If I and 
my friends are given power, we will 
change the whole thing in two 
weeks. I would put 200,000 soldiers 
in the Ruhr instead of the 50,090 
there now. I would say to the own- 
er of a mine, ‘Go to work! If you 
don’t, tomorrow I will begin to fil! 
your mine with water!" When the 
industrialists in Germany had the 
choice of working for France or 
having their properties ruined, they 
would work for France. I would do 
the same with the factories.” 

Loucheur’s Views in Contrast. 

“Tardieu told me he had no in- 
terest in security. ‘Security is as- 
sured for 10 years, and it is foolisn 
to look beyond that,’ he said.” 

Noyes foung Loucheur’s views in 
Startling contract to those of the 
right leader.

“But they will hold out: of that I 
am .convinced. They would not obey 
an order from Berlin to cease re-

MILITARY TRAINING FOR ALL 
YOUTHS IN JAPAN URGED 


Retired Lieutenant-General to Travel 
Throughout Country Advocat- 
ing Preparedness, 


(Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch 
and the Chicago Daily News. ) 


TOKYO, April 15.—Believing that 
the future safety of Japan lies in 
military training for the young men 
of the country, Lieutenant-General 
Chikushi, recently retired, proposes 
to travel throughout the country on 
foot in a campaign to promote gen- 
eral military education of the com- 
ing generation. 
the large number of retirements 
among army and navy officers in 
the retrenchment program has seri- 
ously depleted the defense forces of 
the nation, and this defect must be 
remedied by introducing military 
training in the schools. 

“It is simply a matter of course 
that war is bound to come in the 
future, and an adequate national 
defense is essential for national ex- 
istence,’’ declared Gen. Chikushi. “It 
is impossible to lengthen the period 


when the movement for armament 
reduction is universally advocated, 
but it would not be impossible to 
inculcate military knowledge among 
students.”’ 

The prepargdness advocate pro- 
poses to make an arrangement with 
the authorities of the War Depart- 
ment whereby students and members 
of the Young Men’s Associations 
throughout Japan may borrow tents, 
horses and guns from the army if 
they want to go camping. It is his 
opinion that hard physical exercise 
of this kind, combined with some 
scientific phase of military train- 
ing, is an important item in the edu- 
cation and development of the grow- 
ing youths of Japan. 


JAPAN SLOW IN ADMITING 
WOMEN TO HIGHER SCHOOLS 


Chief Inspector of Department of 
Education Says Problem is Giv- 
en Much Consideration.

TOKYO, May 15. — Co-education 


is still in its infancy in Japan. Only 
a relatively small number of uni- 
versities and higher normal schools 
have admitted women on a plane 
of equality with men. This prob- 
lem, however, is on the mind of 
every thoughtful educator, declaves 
Tsunezo Morioka, chief inspector of 
the Department of \Education, but 
leading educators are still concerned 
as to the wisdom of having middle 
schools adopt the system.

Error in Trial of Gangster on 


Charge of Robbing Bank 
Messenger Leaves Case 
Where It Stood 26 Months 
Ago. 


By the Jefferson City Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEPFERSON Crry, June 13.— 

Reversal Monday by Division No. 2 


of the ftate Supreme Court of the 
conviction of James Hogan, St. Louis 
gangster who had been sentenced to 
15 years in the State penitentiary 
for his share in robbery of a negro 
bank messenger in St. Louis in 
April, 1921, shows again how error 
in trial further delays the already 
justice. 

Hogan, long the center of «she 
deadly feud between the Hogan and 
Egan gangs because the Egans 
blame kim at least partly for the 
killing of Constable William Egan, 
was convicted by a jury at Union, 
Franklin County, in March, 1922. 

Nearly 26 months have elapsed 
since the robbery, which greatly in- 
creases the odds in favor of Hogan 
should the case be tried again. For 
witnesses die and drift away, and 
their memories become hazy as to 
detail as time goes by. 


Hogan was indicted on a charge of 
having participated in the robbery 
April 4, 1921, of Erris Pillow, 
messenger of the North St. 
Louis Savings Trust Co., who was 
assaulted, robbed, thrown into an 
automobile and driven away from 
the intersection of Jefferson avenue 
and Wash street about 11:40 a. m. 
that day. Two men and possibly 
a third took part in®*the robbery, in 
which only a small sum was ob- 
tained. 

Hogan and two eompanions were 
sighted. by policemen, who had an- 
swered a robbery call, in an alley 
between Caroline and Rutger streets, 
east of Ranken avenue, a short time 
later. * They § fled, Hogan being 
caught while hiding in a neighbor- 


— 


ing yard. The others escaped. 
Hogan was identified at the 
Eighth District Police Station, La- 


clede’and Leffingwell avenues, about 
1 p. m. the same day by Pillow and 
William Lossemann, of 5010 Wrenn 
avenue, who had seen the robbery, 
but Hogan made no statement. Lit- 
tle more than a month after the 
hold-up, May 9, Pillow was shot and 
killed “by men who drove to hts 
home and called him out. The mur- 
derers have never been caught. 
The State went to trial, therefore. 
without the aid of the victim of the 


robbery, whose word, “That is the | 
man that threw the coat over my | 
head,” uttered when Hogan _ had/| 
been brought before him in the 
Eighth District Police Station, would 
have been so valuable to the prose- 
cution. 

Anxiety of the State, apparently, 
to get those words before the jury, 
despite Pillow’s death, led to its un- 
doing. For six policemen, who were 
present at Pillow’s identification of 
Uogan, were permitted, over objec- 
tions of the defense, to tell the 
Franklin County. jury what Pillow 
had said at that time.

BARGAINING BY LABOR 


Convention on New Constitution 
Rejects Committee Report on 
Rights of Wage Earners. 


By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 13. 
—After several hours of debate, the 
Constitutional Convention, sitting in 
committee of the whole, today de- 
feated the second part of the report 
of the Committee on Agriculture and 
Labor which provided for the rights 
of wage earners and labor in gen- 
eral. 

The first section of this part of 
the report, defeated today by a vote 
of 25 to 22, provided ‘“‘the right of 
wage earners to organize, to bargain 
collectively, to be represented by 
representatives of their own choos- 
ing, in negotiations and adjustments 
with employers, in respect to wages, 
hours of labor, and relations and 
conditions of employment, is recog- 
nized.”’ 

An amendment to this section by 
A. N. Gossert of Kansas City provid- 
ing, ‘“‘and the right of all persons to 
work and to learn to carry on trades, 
crafts and occupations, under which 
such regulations as to qualifications 
as may be provided by law, are rec- 
ognized and shall not be abridged,” 
was also defeated. 

The second section defeated pro- 
vided: 

“Nothing contained in this Con- 
stitution shall be construed to limit 
the power of the Legislature to en- 
act laws for the. protection of the 
lives, health or safety of employes.” 

By the action today, the conven- 
tion completely rejected the report 
of the Committee on Agriculture.

from the records of St. Leo’s Catho- 
lic church substantiating that stat+- 
ment, apparently to controvert the 
éffect of testimony by State's wit- 
nesses as to initials and name in the 
coat with which Pillow had been 
muffled during the robbery ,and 
brief abduction. 

Instruction Attacked by Defense. 

This, in the main, completed the 
testimony, but defense attorneys at- 
tacked one instruction given by the 
court at the behest of the State, 
which was as follows: 

“The Court instructs the jury that 
where there is evidence introduced 
as to an attempted escape or fligh* 
by the defendant shortly after the 
commission of the offense alleged 
in the indictment herein and that 
such flight or attempted escape on 
the part of the defendant was made 
by said defendant in effort to avoid 
arrest by the officers of the law, such 
attempt to escape or flight on the 
part of the defendant, in the absence 
of qualifying circumstances, raises a 
presumption of guilt; and if you 
find from the evidence in this case 
that the defendant did attempt to 
escape in an effort to avoid arrest 
this is a circumstance to be consid- 
ered by you in connection with all 
the other evidence to aid you in 
determining the question of the 
guilt or innocence of the defendant.” 

In bringing their case to the Su- 
preme Court, attorneys for the de- 
fense did not put themselves to any 
great trouble, for their brief con- 
tained only four printed pages, terse- 
ly expressing the opinion that so 
many errors had been committed 
in the trial that no occasion existed 
for lengthy argument. They asked 
that the conviction be reversed be- 
cause of admission of the testimony 
of Martineau, Kavanaugh, Hunt, Ma- 
lone, McKenna and Gartland, as to 
Pillow’s words in the presence of 
Hogan, quoting from a recent de- 
cision of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, in which Judge David E. Blair 
wrote that: 

“It has been repeatedly ruled by 
this Court that when one is under 
arrest, charged with a crime, he is 
under no duty to make any state- 
ment concerning the crime with 
which he has been charged. He is 
then under no duty to deny any 
charges made against him, and state- 
ments tending to implicate him made 
in his presence and hearing by oth- 
ers at such time and under such 
circumstances, and not denied - by 
him, are not admissible in evidence 
against him on the trial.”

Flight Instruction Often Approved 

Reversal was sought also because 
of the instruction complained of, 
and because of the admission in 
| evidence of a number of exhibits by 
the State, including the “J. B. H.’’ 
coat, Pillow’s revolver and contents 
of the satchel, on the ground that 
a connection had not been made be- 
tween the articles in question and 
the defendant. 

Assistant Atorney-General Robert 
W. Otto briefed the State’s case very 
completely, filing a fifty-six page 
document. 

Forced to admit that the Missouri 
Court long has barred the admission 
of the kind of testimony described 
in the quoted paragraph from the 
Blair opinion, Otto took the position 
that Pillow’s words were engrafted 
into the State's case against Hogan, 
not to show his silence in the face 
of accusation, but to identify him as 
one of the robbers. And that since 
an identification of the prisoner 
equally positive by another eye-wit- 
nes, Lossemann, had been placed pe- 
fore the jury in a competent manner, 
the defendants had not been preju- 
diced by the other testimony. 

So confident was the State as to 
the validity of the flight instruction, 
that it was dismissed with one sen- 
tence, “It has often been approved 
by this court.” 

And so it had, Commissioner 
Higbee citing nine cases in which a 
similar instruction had been ap- 
proved. The Court apparently has 
changed its mind about the matter, 
however, for Commissioner Higbee 
went on to detlare that “the gen- 
eral rule is that the presumptior 
or inference of guilt. arising from 
the unexplained flight of the accused 
is at most one of fact and that an 
instruction invades the province of 
the jury where it charges them as to 
what weight is to be given to, or 
what inference is to be drawn from, 
evidence of the defendant’s flight.”’ 

Commissioner Higbee differed from 
Assistant Attorney-General Otto 
on the effect of the attacked 
testimony, declaring that “We can- 
not say on this record that the State 
has shown that the admission of the 
evidence complained of was not 
prejudicial to the defendant. “Else- 
where.” he went on, “the evidence 
offered by the State tending to 
prove that defendant was at the 
scene of and participated in the 
robbery is contradicted by a witness 
for the defendant. ’ 

“Tt was a question for the jury. 
The statemert made by Pillow to the 
defendant was related to the jury by 
five (the record shows six) of the 
State’s witnesses. It was pure hear- 
say. Pilfow was not under oath and 
could not be cross-examined.” 

The commissioner also wrote that 
“It is true that the circumstantial 
evidence tends very strongly to prove 
the defendant's participation in the 
robbery, but that is solely a ques- 
tion for the jury to pass upon when 
the case is otherwise free from 

rejudicial error.” 
nea Court Judges David F. 
Blair. R. F. Walker and J. T. White,

SIX SENATORS JOIN IN 
APPEAL FOR FREEDOM 
OF POLITICAL PRISONERS 


Walsh, Norris, Ladd, Wheeler, Shipstead and 
Dill Favor Immediate Release of 51 Men Held 
in Prison; Free Speech Expressions Made. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—More, 
than a dozen United States Senators 
have expressed themselves in favor 
of amnesty for Federal “political” 
prisoners. 
Three of them sent vigorous mes- 
sages to the Borah amnesty meeting 
in New York, March 11. These were 
as follows: 

Senator David I. Walsh 
crat) of Massachusett: 

I am for the immediate pelease

of our political prisoners. They 
should have been given their freedom 
long ago. 


Senator George W. Norris (Repub- 
lican) of Nebraska: 

One of the fundamental princi- 
rles of human freedom is the right 
of free speech. Any Government 
that permanently. suppresses this 
right cannot lay a just claim to being 
either free or civilized. It is a mat- 
ter of sincere regret that our own 
Government retains in prison honest 
citizens who are guilty of no crime 
recognized as such by modern civ- 
ilization and who are kept impris- 
oned simply because they have as- 
serted the right for which our fore- 
fathers fought and which was one of 
the main reasons in the establish- 
ment of this republic. 

Senator E. F. Ladd (Nonpartisan 
Republican) of North Dakota: 

I am informed that at the present 
time there are still 53 political pris- 
oners, all convicted and imprisoned 
for some expression of opinion under 
the espionage act during the World 
War. Not one of these men, so far 
a3 I can learn, was convicted of sab- 
otage, treason or violence. Every 
European belligerent country long 
ago granted general amnesty to all 
their political prisoners. Should the 
United States be less generous to her 
political prisoners? As a sense oO. 
duty, I eannot disregard the appeal 
to our Government that these unfor- 
tunate citizens be granted their full 
liberty and restored to their families 
and friends. Justice wotld seem to 


warrant such a policy being freely 
adopted at this time. 

(Note—At the time of Senator 
Ladd’s statement there were 53 prise- 
oners of the “political” class; there 
are now 61.) 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler (Dem- 
ocrat) of Montana wrote to the Joint 
Amnesty Committee after his elec- 
tion last November: 

I am unqualifiedly in:favor of the 
release of political prisoners who 
were prosecuted for expressions of 
opinion during the war. I issued a 
statement to that effect which was 
given to the Associated Press and 
which was published recently on 
the front page of the Washington 
Herald and other papers.” 

The newly elected Senator from 
Minnesota, Henrik Shipstead, of the 
Farmer-Labor party, wrote: 

“In my opinion all political prig- 
oners should be released by a decree 
of amnesty at the ‘time of suspension 
of hostilities. I shall do everything 
in my power to be of service to any 
individual who has been imprisoned 
for his political opinions. Their con- 
tinued imprisonment violates every 
tradition of American principles. 
Senator C. C. Dill (Democrat), 
newly elected member from Wash- 
ington, wrote: , 

I favor the prompt release of all 
political. prisoners. 

Others listed by the Joint Amnesty 
Committee as friends of the move- 
ment for release of the prisoners in- 
clude Smith W. Brookhart (Repub- 
lican) of Iowa, Lynn J. Frazier (Re- 
publican) of North Dakota, Robert 
L. Owen (Democrat) and J. W. Har- 
reld (Republican) of Oklahoma, T. 
H. Caraway (Democrat) of Arkansas 
and Morris Sheppard (Democrat) of 
Texas. 

The views of Senator William E. 
Borah (Republican) of Idaho are 
well known. In addition, Senator 
George W. Pepper (Republican) of 
Pennsylvania. has declared for the 
unconditional release of 28 of the 
prisoners of the Chicago I. W. W. 
group and is now making a study of 
the Sacramento and Wichita I. W.
